The question is not whether Ban 
Francisco has been maligned or not, the 
fact is that the gest of the country appears 
to be of the belie: that there is foundation 
for the plague reports, and unless confi- 
dence is speedily restored the entire state 
Will be seriously injured. What action the 
legislature mall take is yet to be deter- 
mined upon, but the time for inaction has

After combating it secretly for a 
time the city Board of Health announced 
that the diseage was making headway in 
Chinatown, and appealed to the municipal

In the Senate Quay sat looking into space. His supporters 
hustled around and brought clean Iinen to their committee 
rooms. They picked ont good, comfortable couches for sleeping 
places. As for Quay, he had no hustling to do. He had brought 


bis supply of clean linen to the eapitol three weeks before and 


he knew the exact location of all the good couches. 

He was dictator. The principles enunetated in the Repubiican 
national platform of 1900 had prevailed. 

In Rome, where dictatorships were brought to their highest 
perfection, no dictator lasted more than six months. Then he 
was removed by the people who made tim, provided he,had 
not been agpassinated before that time.

After- 
wards when all the pine timber was cut 
out the mills were moved to points on 
Current river. Three mills of the com- 
pany were destroyed by fire, including 
the planing mill at Wil ** Springs. 

In late years the South issouri Land 
Co. has been selling in small tracts all 
the land that was cleared in the cutt! 
of timber for the mills. This was eager- 
ly sought by homeseekers from the 
northern states. Fruit farms, vineyards 
and stock ranches took the place of the 
virgin forests where formerly the deer. 
bear and wild turkey were found in pro- 
fusion. 

In addition to the remaining lands of 
the South Missouri Land Co. the White 
River Land and Development Co. owns 
100.000 acres that it has bought from 
rivate individuals. Much of this land 
s in Ozark County, which is not tra- 
versed by a single railroad. The other 
land Hes in Texas, Howell, Douglas, 
Shannon and Oregon counties. Kansas 
City will be the general headquarters of 
the company, while branch offices will 
be established Willow Springs and 
West Plains.

BARBARISM IN OUR PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The Post-Dispatch has shown, in regard to our olty institutions 
for the care of the sick, poor and insane, that unbearable con- 
Tt has urged reform, in the way of relief from 
gvercrowding and for better treatment of the unfortunate in- 
Something ts being done, as a result 
of this exposyre, but much mere remains to be accomplished. 

From the report of the State Board of Charities, it appears 
that similar and in many cases much worse conditions prevail 
in regard to the county almshouses and asylums throughout the 
state. The board discovered conditions tant are startling in the 
repulsiveness of their details. Among other things, the report 
says that in one poorhouse an insane patient had been kept, with- 
out sufficient clothing or bedding, for seven years, subjected to 
the heat of summer and the cold of winter. In another institution, 
an insane man had been chained to a stump for years. In many 
cases, patients are kept chained for months and years—one as 
long as 15 years, amid filth and deprived of every comfort. The 
report says that the barbarity of mere neglect is found every- 
where.”’ 

It is evident that a sweeping reform is needed throughout the 
state. It is useless and hypocritical to boast of our progress and 
our civilization as long ag these things are permitted to go on 
unchecked. For the sake of humanity, the city and county au- 
thorities should abolish the brutal and unenlightened methods 
of the past and adopt modern and humane methods.

Pictographs are numerous in the land of 
the cliff dwellers, but few are so distinct 
as those pictured in the illustration. They 
might de reasonably accounted as new 
work if it were not known that gypsum 
does not lose its luster in hundreds of years, 
where it is sheltered from the weather. In 
the old cavate dwellings of New Mexico 
there are caves with white, glistening 
walls. They were whitened with gypsum 
in that remote age when people lived in 
them, and they are spotless today. 

Is the illustration a letter? The hands 
are natural sized, and the other pictures 
in proportion. The angular human figure 
and the diamond with the crosses upon it 
are exceptional. Whether they are idio- 
graphic, being the marks’ by which the 
dweller in the house was known, or whether 
they are hieroglyphic, having religious sig- 
nificance, is undetermined.

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New Information on Japan's Bear: Worshipers. 


ROBABLY the strangest and oldest 
péople inhabiting the earth are the 
Alnos, the bear idolators, who are 


found in the Japanese islands ot Kovriles, 
Sahkalino and chiéfily’ in Yezo or Hon- 
naido. 

They umber not more than 18,000 souls 
in all, and they are fast disappearing, pre- 
ferring death to adopting civilized meth- 
ods. They have the broad nose and the 
oblique eyes which. characterize the Chi- 
nese and Asiatic races generally, but there 
the resemiblance ends.

HE toftiest mountain on the North American continent is to be scaled for the 
first time during the present year if human endurance and nerve can accom- 
plish the difficult and perilous feat. This mountain is Mount McKinley, of the 


Arctic Sea. 


The government at Washington is be ing importuned to lend its aid to the en- 


terprise. 


If it refuses, private capital wi ll undertake the great work. 


Although the government is as yet, silent on the subject, it is thought that it 


will ultimately aid in the enterprise. 


It has sent out many. expeditions under the 


direction of the Geological Survey to explore the gigantic base of Mount McKin- 


ley. 
HE loftiest mountain from Patago- 
T nia to the north pole belongs to the 
United States and it must be subju- 
gated. No expense will be spared to ac- 
complish it. 

Four miles straight into the air Mount 
McKinley towers from the heart of the 
Alaskan range. Its snows have slept un- 
trodden for centuries. Mount St. Elias, its 
greatest rival ‘in America, is 18,024 feet 
high—2000 feet lees that Mount McKinley. 

Afthough discovered by modern man 
only six years ago, Mount McKinley is 
the patriarch of the oldest mountain range 
in the world. 

Mount McKinley is situated about 125 
miles north of Cook Inlet. It is near to 
the intersection of the sixty-third parallel 
of north latitude and one tiundred and 
sixty-first meridian of west longitude. 

On the. east it has been proved inacces- 
sible. On the west its slopes seem to rise 
gently from the sea until the actual base 
of the peak is reached. From this point 
the mountain is an unknown and terrible 
enigma. 

Its immensity has always been realized 
by the Indians in Alaska. Its towering 
snow-capped summit is plainly visible in 
cleor weather for a distance of more than 
125. miles. It forms the central point of an 
ehormous and surpassingly grand moun- 
tain chain. It is covered with snow and 
ice to within 2090 or 2500 feet of sea-level. 

The new exploring ‘parties will therefore 
have to encounter 18,000 feet of snow and 
ice and perilous glaciers. 

In a report upen the contemplated ex- 
plorations by the government Alfred H. 
Brooks of the United ‘States Geological 
Survey in Washington ‘ himself 
as ‘follows: The party which will e- 
plore the northern slopes of the Alaskan 
range will have for its more special pur- 
pose a topogriphic and geologic reconnais- 
sance.. 

“It is proposed that this party shall leave 


it will go westward toward the head 
Beluga river, until it strikes the base of 
the mountain range: then, turning north- 
ward, it will cross through 


P 
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From the Skwentna Pass the route will 
lie along the northern slope of the Alas- 
kan range. As far as possible the range 
itself will be penetrated and topographic 
and ‘geologic data gathered.“ 

If the government plan is fully carried 
out, Mount McKinley will be ascended to 
the summit. If the expedition is halted 
by impassable barriers, the party will pro- 
ceed in a northeasterly direction, crossing 
the. Tanana near the mouth of the Cant- 
well. 

If when this point is reached the season 
should be far advanced the party will be 
under the necessity of shooting the horses 
and proceeding down the Tanana by raft. 

From its discovery to the present time 
the real base—on the final upward sheer 
of Mount McKinley bas never been 
reached. 

The Brooks Alaskan expedition of 1902 
made the nearest approach to the base of 
the mountain. 

In this attempt 800 miles were traversed 
with a pack train—the longest journey of 
the kind ever made in Alaska. : 

An instrumental survey was made 
throughout the trip by Mr. Raeburn. Evi- 
dences of glaciation were found every 
where from Cook ‘Inlet to Tanana up to 
altitudes of 4000 or 5000 feet.

“It has faded away to a shadow,“ he 
replied. ‘Practically, capital ‘punishment 
is a back number. 
eval times. It is already so nearly 
abolished that we can perceive its early 
end. Only one hundred years ago we had 
laws providing a death penalty for 180 dif- 
ferent crimes. Now only the crime of 
murder carries a penalty of death with it. 

“Year by year juriés in murder cases are 
becoming more difficult to obtain. The 
vision of the death penalty. is becoming 
more intolerable to the ordinary jury and 
witnesses. The corsequence is that the 
jury welcomes a perjurer in preference 
to a truthful witness, because a perjurer 
gives them an excuse for an acquittal. 

“The doctrine of universal love has grown 
and is yet .growing amazingly. The idea 
‘of killing a person is contrary to it. At 
the same time I must admit that crime 
decreases as the severity of ‘punishment 
increases.“ 8 
»How do you reconelle that idea with

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“No one recollects the victim, but they 
all do see the prisoner—his sufferings, his 
anguish’ and his tears. He is running a 
race with death, and he is allowed to win 
it... While the knife or revolver criminal, 
who commits his deed in a frenzy, and sur- 
renders himself to the authorities, ia sent 
to his death, the crafty and cool-headed 
poison plotter is reléased. This is a perver- 
sion of justice. : 

“Therefore; I say abolleh the death pen- 
alty, because it is ineffective. Fine the 
convicted murderer $10 and let him go.“ 

“But do you not think such a law would 
tend to perpetuate a race of murderers? 
Do you not believe that the present poison 
wave would be vastly increased and that 
the crime of murder would be committed 
for more trivial reasons?“ 

“Not a bit of it. What a feeling a mur- 
derer would have when walking from the 
courtroom a convicted man! How awful 
the realization that during his entire life 
he would be an Ishmaelite among his fel- 
lows, a man to be avoided, to be shunned 
like a snake, to be pointed at and whis- 
pered after. 

“I think it should be the effort of all 
courts to support and not to tear down 
the convictions of other courts. Until this 
is done’ convictions for murder by poison 
will continue to be a farce.”’ 


CHARLES F. JOHNSON’S OPINION.

E CHARLES P. JOHNSON and a 

criminal lawyer of note throughout 

Missouri, was interviewed on Mr. Osborne's

“What do you think about the statement 


that a wave of poisoning is sweeping over 
the country?“ 

There is such a wave if you include the 
victims of suicide, but I do not think it is 
used as a means for murder to the extent 
es claimed by Mr. Osborne. Of course, 
crime is a product of social conditions, and 
in its cuter manifestations, shows a utili- 
zation of new discoveries and advanced 
knowledge. Undoubtedly: the use and know!- 
edge of poisons has greatly increased in 
the last few years and affords an additional 
means to enact murder, where murder is 
contemplated, but that it has increased the 
number of murders that otherwise would 
have been committed, I do not believe.”’ 

“Did vou note the list of 60 victims of 
poisoning in the last four years in the 
Kast? . f 

“Yes; but no cautious investigator will 
say that the accused in these cases were all 
guilty. And the fact that some of them 
were gullty does not argue that the crime 
of murder has thereby increased. It is only 
a difference in the method of the com- 
miasion of the crime. . 

“I grant you that it ! a more dangero us 
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method and it is always harder to prove. 
At the same time it is easier to make the 
charge. Death by poison always raises a 
suspicion of guilt against someone asso- 
ciated with or attendant upon the victiim. 
The most trivial circumstances will have 
an accusatory character. 

“In every case where a charge of murder 
by poison is made, the very abhorrence of 
the crime enlarges to undue proportions 
every slightly incriminating fact and the 
onus js usually thrown upon the accused 
to prove his innocence. They are the most 
difficult cases to defend from the very 
fact that the evidence is circumstantial 
and it is usually prejudged by a preju- 
diced public and a prejuiced jury. 

“Mr. Osborne was successful in his first 
prosecution of Molineux for those very 
reasons. Under the then condition of public 
sentiment, no fair investigation could be 
had. The rules of evidence were reversed 
to say that better ninety-nine innocent 
persons suffer death than that one gulliy 
person go free. The second jury were not 
swayed by any such conditions. Their 
minds were not poisoned by the malice of 
prejudice, and Molineux was declared in- 
nocent. N 
It is unreasonable and uncalled for to 
attempt to impugn the motives or discredit 
the ability of the Appellate Court. This 
very case shows how 
boasted right of an im 
impartial jury If there was no reviewing 


eourt to correct the errors of prejudice 


and passion. Would he have it in this 
country as ft is in England where there 
was no possibility of an appeal from the 
unjust verdict in the Maybrick case? By 
the way, there is an apt illustration of the 
danger in poisoning cases.

You can get 
jurors to run the risk of committing mur- 
der themselves just because prosecuting at- 
torneys and newspapers insist upon convic- 
tions. They have a conscience, and to that 
and their God they must answer. The con- 
demning an innocent man to the gallows 
is werse than murder by poison.”

The cabinet bath is also of value in the 
treatment of many diseases and takes the 
place of a Turkigh bath, but that is another 
story. 

But a cabinet bath, which is dangerous to 
life, is certainly not to be advocated. 

Now, the plain facts are that the lamp 
used in the cabinet vapor bath cannot ex- 
plode, and undoubtedly the accident which 
resulted so lamentably in Miss Burden's 
case was not caused by an explosion, but 
by the ignorance or carelessness of the 
maid or attendant. 

The vapor bath is perfectly safe if it is 
used as directed. 

The lamp is packed with asbestos. If 
the asbestos is soaked with pure alcohol 
and then carefully lighted it oannet ex- 
plode. But, as every woman knows who 
has used alcohol for burning, the slightest 
alcohol moisture around the outside the 
lamp will flare up in ea fierce but short lit- 
tle flame quite capable of igniting any tex- 
tile or bit of light dried wood that may be 
near. | 

Also the fumes from alcohol will suddenly 
Durst into flame if by the merest chance 
they are brought in contact with fire or gas 
light. 

Most women are most awfully careless in 
using alcohol. 

I venture to say that every accident due 
to alcohol burning has been caused by ig- 
norance of the danger or by carelessness in 
the use of the spirit.

The vapor bath is not a new agent for 
health and beauty, but on the contrary, the 
process is literally as old as the hills. Va- 
por baths were used by the ancients as far 
back as history goes. a 

The possibility of an individual hot air 
bath at home was known to the redman in 
his wigwam. His rude pattern was the or- 
iginal model of the cabinet bath which 
every pale face“ lady may enjoy in her 
own bedroom. 2 

The Indian made his eedar wigwam alr- 
tight by plastering it with clay. He heat- 
ed large stones and placed them within it. 
Then he entered the door and fastened it 
after him and let the hot air do the rest. 

Sometimes he poured water over the 
heated stones and the ascending steam 
made his vapor bath. Surrounded by steam 
or encircled with dry hot air, he believed 
the Great Spirit drew near to him to grant 
him his dearest desire. 

The lady enters her cabinet bath and 
closes’ it tightly around her. A small alco- 
hol lamp substitutes for stones; if she 
wants vapor a saucepan of water supplies 
it. 

The cabinet bath is a light and portable 
construction which can be set up in 6 min- 
utes ir. any room in the house. It is made 
of a special antiseptic cloth, lined with 
odorless rubber and tightly stretched over 
a framework of galvanized steel. With or- 
dinary care it will last a lifetime and there 
is nothing to get out of order. 

Tt is fashioned Uke a folding screen. 
When placed compactly together it can 
stand in any corner of the house where 
there are about three square feet of space. 
Its weight is light. Anybody can lift it and 
carry it wherever it is needed. When 
ready for use the cabinet is opened into a 
hollow square, inside of which a chair or 
stool is placed. A wooden one, without any 
vernish, is. best, of course, for the pur- 
Pose. 

Underneath the chair the small asbestos- 
packed alcohol lamp is placed and care- 
fully Mghted. The bather seats herself in 
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the chair and draws the last fold of the 
cabinet closely in touch with those already 
stretched out. A curtain of the cloth (at- 
tached to the cabinet) is drawn across the 
top and buttoned squarely in place. This 
curtain has a round aperture in the center, 
just large enough to fit around the neck of 
the bather. The head is thus the only por- 
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tion ot the body which is not inclosed by 
the cabinet. 

For head and. face there is a “steaming 
hood“ which is for occasional usage only. 
Too frequent face steaming is injurious. 

These simple preparations are absolutely 
all that is required. A Turkish towel is 
wrapped around the neck to make sure the

An ordinary opera glass will show close on 
10,000 stars, and with the great Yerkes tele- 
scope about 200,000,000 are visible. If a 
photograph would show 600,000,0U0 stars, the 
question arises: Where does finality come 
in?’

“As we go on constructing large and yet 
lar ir telescopes, more and yet more stars 
will appear. Dach remove we are only see- 
ing farther and farther down the great 
endless galleries of space, and the goal of 
our desire is as far off as ever. 

“We may not only be making visible the 
frontier realms of an infinite domain, the 
hinterland of which is a region so vast 
that no human mvention can fathom it, 
and no human intellect can measure or 
comprehend it.
